Eisenhower 
in his 7000-Word address warned 
that we still live In an "age of 
peril” demanding the utmost vigi­ 
lance against the continuing Soviet 
threat. But basically the tone of his 
address was one of confidence. 
Because of defense and atomic 
requirements, the President prom­ 
ised no immediate new tax relief 
and asked Congress to postpone 
scheduled cuts of corporation taxes 
and

NKW YORK, (INS) — Fifteenth 
cpntury art treasures, Iona hidden 
in manuscript editions of the Holy 
Bible, have bean reproduced for 
the first time in the "Catholic Fain 
ily Bible.” 
Most of the nearly IOO illustra­ 
tions in the Bible, published by 
John J. Crawley * Co., Inc,, New 
York, and all the ptcturtied ini­ 
tials used to introduce each Book, 
have never before been reproduced 
in full color. 
After Gutenberg 
published his 
fam ous Bible, book decoration be­ 
a n ie somber In its effect Prior to 
printing, monks laboriously copied 
the Bible by hand. These m anu­ 
scrip ts were illustrated by hand. 
T hus each copy of the Bible be­ 
came a private "art gallery." All 
this took time, years In many cases, 
and in 1453 a single manuscript 
Bible cost 500 gold crowns, the 
equivalent of $2,500 in modern cur­ 
rency. 
Until recently, presses were un­ 
able to duplicate this magnificent 
art. 
Publisher Crawley said: 
' We were amused to discover 
that so many examples of religious 
art were all but unknown except 
to scholars and specialists in the 
Middle Ages. Modern color tech­ 
niques made it possible to repro­ 
duce these rare and beautiful man­ 
us! ripts with great accuracy. 
"It took monks dedicated to the 
task years to finish one copy of the 
Bible. Now, in less time, a publish­ 
er can produce the same art for all 
the people . . . at a fraction of 
what it would have cost in the 
15th c e n tu ry ”

At the end of 195.1 
the seven­ 
teenth year of Federal social se­ 
curity old-age and survivors in­ 
surance payments of about $284,000 
a month were going to 6.300 per­ 
sons in Bucks County, according 
to Reuben R. Blan#, manager of 
the Trenton District Social Secur­ 
ity Office. 
For the entire nation, including 
Alaska, Hawaii, Muerto Rico, and 
the Virgin Islands, estimates show 
an increase of approximately one 
million beneficiaries with the year 
ending Dec-. 31. The five-millionth 
person was awarded payments in 
December. 1952. 
In september. 1950 the Congress 
enacted an amendment to the law 
which greatly expanded the scope 
of the program. At that time only 3 
million people were getting bene­ 
fits. The number has just about 
doubled in the last three-year peri­ 
od. he pointed out, having reach­ 
ed 5,970,000 by year’s end. accord­ 
ing to preliminary estimates made 
in December.
